Day and Nlffht. 



More than two yearn ago the remains 
of Jay Gould were deposited in one of 
th« catacombs of the mausoleum at 
Woodlawn cemetery at New York 
which had been erected under his own 
al supervision nine years before. 
Among the many beautiful and costly 
nents in this country the Gould 
leum is unquestionably the 
strongest. The most perfect of bank- 
breaking tools would be required to 
force an entry through its granite walls 
or double bronze doors, each of which 
weighs a ton. The Gould family, how- 
ever, are unwilling to take any chances 
of a repetition of the A. T. Stewart 
grave-robbing conspiracy, and they 
have caused the massive resting place 
of the bones of the great flnancier to 
be closely guarded by day nntl by night. 
The guards are two well-pa M special 
policemen, ex-Police Captain: 0. W. 
Gastlfn and ex-Policeman Richard 
Holloway. 

Each does twelve hours' duty fai the 
twenty-four. By mutual agreement 
the two watchmen exchange watches 
every month. At tlu> present time Hol- 
loway is on duty at night, and he re- 
mains in the immediate vicinity of the 
the tomb, sheltered in inclement 
weather only by the portico 
msaaotran.

This watchman crosses over Central 
avenue, which pa: :;c>s «.'u< Gould tomb, 
and part of his duty is to note the 
presence of the special watchman, of 
which he makes a Hgtart every morning. 

W atchman llollowny was seen by a 
New York World reporter. "There is 
nothing to tell," said he, "except that 
the captain and I are employed to 
watch the tomb. It is a little lonesome 
r.t night, and during the winter and on 
rainy nights it is very uncomfortable. 
But then there are m»n who have-much 
worse plaees. The cemetery authori- 
ties would not, of course, permit the 
erection of a sentry bo:;, so whoever is

COBRA AND ITS VENOM. 



Interesting Observations on the 
Deadliest of All Reptiles. 

t|M Thousand or More Pe 
nnalljr In India from It. 



Mr. G. R. O'Reilly shows a remark- 
able familiarity with snakes. In 
Popular Science Monthly ho writer 
about the cobra. Among the very in- 
teresting facts he tells about this, the 
d^dliost of all snakes, is that It Is able 
t<jp>qulrt its venom from the ground to 
the* height of a man's face. 

Every year 10,000 or more persi 
lose their lives in India from the bite of 
the cobra. This lias happened froi 
time out of mind, and there is no in 
mediate prospect of stopping it. 

There are several varieties of cobra, 
inoludlng Naja tripudlans of India, 
Naja haja of north Africa, andSeped< 
hoemachates of South Africa. True 
oofcras do not exist in other countrie 
They vary in color from brown 1 
black, but are usually banded wit 
light and dark rings. At full growth 
they are usually four feet in length 
and two inches in diameter, but they 
sometimes reach a length of six feet. 

Venomous snakes are roughly divided 
by Mr. O'Reilly into two classes — viper- 
idae and elupidae. The rattlesnake be- 
longs to the, former and the cobra to 
*he latter. The head in the rattler is 
broad and flat and the neck very thin. 
In the cobra the head, neck and body 
are of. about the same thickness until 
the tad is reached.

e of the peculiar char- 
ge cobra: (1) It rarely 
^rhen striking, but ao- 
Itieadly blow without 
s deliberately when 
Fent death from mus- 
cular contortion, and will then hang on 
like a bulldog, the venom flowing all 
the time into the wound In which its 
fangs are burled, until it drops at last 
from sheer exhaustion) (8) It can squirt 
the venom from its fangs into a per- 
son's eyes and thus blind him, for a 
time at least. 

Mr. O'Reilly was first convinced a* 
the venom-spitting habit of the cobra 
try this incident: 
"One day, belng.alone In »he bush, I 



white. He was In an open glade, glid- 
ing through the herbage, delaying a 
little perhaps for an opportunity to get 
at some birds that were chattering and 
hopping about on the branches of a 
thorny, yellow-blossomed acacia. The 
sun was blazing down fiercely on him, 
as. with half-distended hood held close 
to the ground, he slowly passed through 
the leaves and flowers. For a few min-, 
ntes I watched his movements through 
my binocular glass, but, fearing he 
might notice me and escape in some 
hole, I picked up my six-foot hunting 
stick and rushed toward him, intend- 
ing to press his head to the ground with 
it and then take him by the neck with 
my hand. 

"He saw me coming and like a valiant 
warrior that knew his power he faced 
around and stood erect with expanded 
hood and quivering tongue, ready to 
receive me. His bright, black eyes 
sparkled with energetic defiance and 
every fiber of his being was electrified 
with excitement. 

"While I was yet ten feet away he 
struok toward me with such force th 
the Impetus carried him flat to tl 
ground. In trying to get my stick acre 
his neck hi' dodged it, and it came instei 
across the middle of his body. At tl 
moment he was between me and tl 
sun, with about five feet between h 
face and mine. I looked into his eyes 
and held him down firmly. His rage 
seemed redoubled. He leaned bock- 
ward to make a moro vigorous dash at 
me, and us he struck forward the 
mouth partially opened and two tiny

COBRA AND ITS VENOM. 



Interesting Observations on the 
Deadliest of All Reptiles. 

1jH| Thousand or More Persons Die An- 
Dually In India from Us Attacks— It 



Mr. G. E. O'Reilly shows a remark- 
able familiarity with snakes. In 
Popular Science Monthly he writes 
about the cobra. Among the very in- 
teresting facta he tells about this, the 
d^dliest of all snakes, is that it is able 
t^aquirt its venom from the ground to 
thd height of a man's face. 

Every year 10,000 or more persons 
lose their lives in India from the bite of 
the cobra. This has happened from 
time out of mind, and there is no im- 
mediate prospect of stopping it. 

There are several varieties of cobra, 
lnoluding Naja tripudians of India, 
Naja haja of north Africa, andSepedon 
hoemachates of South Africa. True 
oobras do not exist in other countries. 
They vary in color from brown to 
black, but are usually banded with 
light and dark rings. At full growth 
they are usually four feet in length 
and two inches in diameter, but they 
sometimes reach a length of six feet. 

Venomous snakes are roughly divided 
by Mr. O'Reilly into two classes — viper- 
Idae and elapidae. The rattlesnake be- 
longs to the, former and the cobra to 
the latter. The head in the rattler is 
brood and flat and the neck very thin. 
In the cobra tho head, neck and body 
are of about tho same thickness until 
the taU is reached. 

The cobra is very timid. The least 
motion alarms him. If you stand be- 
fore a cobra and move your right and 
left hands up and down it will strike 
repeatedly to the right and left, fol- 
lowing your motions. This habit ac- 
counts for the belief that the cobra 
loves music and dances to it. It is the 
player's motions which cause tho snake 
to dance. The cobra is very quick- 
sighted, but practically without hear- 
ing, as its head is entirely covered by 
the skin in the place where the ears 
would be. 
So nervous is the cobra that It will 
:e at a moving object before it has 




come within its reach. It is very waste- 
ful of Its venom. 

These are three of the peculiar char- 
acteristics of the cobra: (1) It rarely 
opens its mouth when striking, bnt ac- 
tually gives a deadly blow without 
...biting, (3) It bites deliberately when

fangs are buried, until it drops at last 
from sheer exhaustion! (8) It can squirt 
the venom from its fangs into a per- 
son's eyes and thus blind him, for a 
time at least.

Had it gone a little higher up I should 
have been blinded for months and per- 
haps had my sight permanently In- 
jured. 

"This unexpected attack made me 
hasten tho capture; so, getting his neck 
pressed down to the ground with the 
stick, I soon had him grasped in my 
hand just behind the head in such a 
way that he couldn't possibly turn to 
bite mo— which he made every effort 
to do for some minutes afterward. 
Taking hiin home with much satisfac- 
tion, I made him thereafter my fellow 
lodger. While living in his cage I ob- 
served him many times squirt the 
venom from his fangs upainst the glass 
of its front. Thenceforth my doubts 
about spitting snakes were removed." 

The cobra's poison fangs project be- 
yond the lower lips when it strikes, so 
that it can injure fatally without biting.

MODELS OF WARSHIPS. 



(On Exhibition in the Navy De- 
partment at Washington. 



[Special Washington Letter.l 
West of the white houee, and over- 
looking it, is a large granite and mar- 
hie edifice known as the state, war and 
navy building. It is by many regarded 
as second only to tho capitol for beauty 
and approximation of architectural per- 
fection, beneath its roof are tho offices 
and subordinate bureaus of the secre- 
tary of state, the secretary of war 
and the secretary of the navy. 
,The secretary of state occupies the 
south wing of tho building. Tho 
|Becretary of war can be found in the 
•central part of the west corridor) i 
while in the east wing, distant, but lm- j 
mediately opposite, is the office of the 
secretary of the navy. The entrances I 



nnnned to a nign poasn. Lmie tiny 
lifeboats of the vessels are also on the 

models and are made of oedar v 
varnished and painted. 

Outside of the eases containing the 
models are cards giving a description 
of each vessel and part of its history. 
The cards state the size, type, propul- 
sion, kind of hull, displacement and 
condition; whether building or in the 
service. Naturally the more modern 
triple screw propulsion armored cruis- 
ers attract most attention from visitors 
on account of their magnificence. But 
the model of the wooden ship Kear- 
sarge always attracts attention, and 
everything in oonnection witli her his- 
tory is regarded with the keenest in- 
terest. Undoubtedly the handsomest 
model in the collection is that of the 
three sister ships Indiana, Massachu- 
setts and Oregon. The card states that 
these are to be first-class battleships, 
and that the Indiana and Massachusetts 
are building at the yards of Cramp & 
Sons at Philadelphia, while the Oregon 
is being constructed at the Union iron 
■works, San Francisco. These ships 
have steel hulls with a displacement of 
10,300 tons each. They will be of twin 
screw propulsion, and, when complete- 
ly fitted out, each will carry a main 
battery of sixteen guns. 

One of the recent additions to the 
collection Is the model of the second- 
Class battleship Texas which Is now be- 
ing built at the Norfolk navy yard. 
The model of the Bancroft is another

of the offices of the master spirits of the 
army and nary are at either end of the 
corridor running east and west through 
'the center of the building, upon the 
second floor. 

Visitors to the navy department are 
jalways interested in the rows of glass 
'cases which occupy the main oorridor 
[near the office of the secretary of the 
navy. They contain perfect, highly 
polished and burnished models of 
Uncle Sam's crack battleships and 
cruisers. The custom of putting mod- 
els of tho different ships of our navy on 
exhibition in the navy department was 
inaugurated about ls8<3, and new mod- 
els have been added from time to time 
until there are now fifteen in all. This 
Collection comprises representations of 
first and second-class battleships, 
armored cruisers, protected cruisers, 
single and double-turreted monitors, 
harbor defense rams.lightrdraught gun- 
boats, and last, but not least, the old 
sailing vessels. There aro the models of 
the gunboats Yorktown and Petrel; the 
monitor Miautonomoh; the protected 
cruisers Charleston. Baltimore, New- 
ark and Bancroft; the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius; the steel-armored 
turreted battleships Texas, Indiana, 
Massachusetts and Oretroo; the steel- 
ermored turreted cruisers Maine, New 
York and Monterey; the itee] b arbor 
defense ram Katahdin; and the cele- 
brated wooden cruiser Kcursurge, re- 
cently lost on the rocks of Roncador 
reef. 

Some of these models were made by 
skilled mechanics at the Washington 
navy yard. But the models of th,. 
Yorktown, Bancroft, Miantonomoh, 
Charleston, Pe trel, Kearsarge., Newark 
and Katahdin were built by the model- 
maker of the bureau of eonatrqttlOQ 
and repair of the navy department, 
who has his shop in tho basement of 
the building. Owing to the fact that 
the workmanship on these miniatures is 
Tcry fine and delicate and that the 
material used in their construction is 
the best obtainable, the expense in- 
curred in making one of them is large, 
so the money to pay for the lal>or and 
material is taken from tho regular ap- 
propriation made by congress for the 
navy department contingent fund. 

Ail of the models in the collection 
are made on a scale of one-quarter of 
an inch to the foot, so that they range 
In length from four to seven feet, most 
of them being about five feet long and 
two or three feet high, varying, of 
course, according to the size of the big 
ships. The models are such exact rep- 
resentations oi me onginais mat not 
even a rope in the rigging is omitted 
in making them. They have minia- 
tures of the guns comprising the bat- 
tery of each vessel and every other 
part of the construction, so that one 
who sees the model in the oase can 
form an exact idea of how the ship ap- 
pears when afloat at sea. To protect 
them from the 'dust and the hands and 
fingers of curious visitors the models 
are kept in large glass cases which rest 
on beautiful oak and walnut stands. 
The guns comprising the battery of 
t/$fih vessel are made of nickel and are 



'f them havs note books 
} in their hands, jotting down enough 
| concerning the descriptions of the mod- 
els to enable them to keep green In 
their memory the sights which they 
have seen in the national oapital. But 
when you make a trip to Washington 
you may save yourself that trouble, by 
simply calling upon the chief clerk of 
the navy department whose office is 
near by, and over the door of whose 
room you may see the printed and 
painted sign "Chief Clerk." Ke is a 
very courteous gentleman and will 
hand you a little pamphlet giving de- 
scriptions of the vessels and steel en- 
gravings of them. These pamphlets 
you will find better reminders of what 
you have seen, and the dear folks and 
neighbors at home will have a better 
understanding of what yon have seen, 
then you can possibly convey to them 
in words. 

The visitor can also readily obtain 
information which will prove interest- 
ing and valuable by asking questions 
of the gentlemen who can always be 
seen in one corner of the hall, just out- 
side of the door of the secretary of the 
navy, and partly surrounded by the 
cases containing the models. They 
have chairs and a writing table there, 
and are very busy apparently; but thry 
usually have time to explain

Ed- 
ward Cooper was afterwards a brave 
confederate soldier. lie went north 
after the war was over and was a suc- 
cessful business man in New York city, 
where he died recently. 

Toombs Was a Great Man. 

Senator Gordon is very proud of his 
state and proud of the great men whom 
Georgia has produced. Ho was always 
an intense admirer of Robert Toonibs, 
and speaks of him as one of the most 
remarkable men ever known in public 
life in any section of our country. Very 
few people of the prosent generation 
know anything about Toombs. His days 
of greatness and power in affairs were 
before and during the civil war. Ills 
career closed in 1805, and he died a few 
years ago in affluent obscurity at his 
old home in Washington, Ga. He per- I 
sonally knew every president excepting I 
the first three, Washington, Jefferson 
and Adams. lie twice declined cabinet 
portfolios, having been offered the po- 
sitions of secretary of the treasury and 
secretary of war. lie accepted the po- 
sition of secretary of state in the con- 
federate cabinet because he felt it his 
duty to the cause which he espoused. 

It is said by those who knew him best 
that he was not the ardent advocate of 
secession that he has been pictured, but 
that, on the contrary, he opposed the 
secession in its earlier days, and did all 
in his power to bring about a compro- 
mise of the troubles between the north 
and south. He supported the Critten- 
den compromise heartily and with ap- 
parent sincerity, but when he found 
that it could not be carried out, he 
wrote his Georgia friends advising se- 
cession, and finally telegraphed to At- 
lanta: "All is at an end. North deter- 
mined. Am in favor of secession." 
Georgia accepted his advice and se- 
ceded, lie could have been potential 
in holding Georgia in the union. The 
political leaders loved him, and if he 
had stood firmly, with Alexander II. 
Stephens, for the union, Georgi;

BRAVE JAPANESE SOLDIERS. 



On or about October 12, 1804 a com- 
pany of engineers of the Fifth division 
of the Fifth army corps reached tho 
Valu river. They first of all started 
to look for the best point for con- 
structing- a bridge over the river. 
The first thing to be done for the pur- 
pose was to sound the water. The 
Other side of the river being in pos- 
session of the enemy great care had 
to be taken not to alarm the enemy, 
and the night time was chosen for 
Bounding, which rendered the under- 
taking muoh more difficult of accom- 
plishment. 

In sounding a rope must be carried 
to the other side, and some one must 
cross the river to carry and fix the 
end of the ropa. Mihara Kunitaro, a 
soldier from the town of Buyo, offered 
to undertake the service.

He sprang into the water and began 
to wade across, but before he reached 
the other side he was half frozen 
by the cold and was disabled from 
awiraining.

Seeing this a ser- 
geant, Miyake Hyoklchi, jumped into 
the river and ordered another soldier 
to follow him with a rope, and both 
arrived safely on tho other side.
